A PENSIONERS’ group is 
to close because its 
chairman is stepping 
down at the age of 90 and 
no-one has come for¬ 
ward to take over. 

Frank Bradsell has been

20 years and despite being 
registered blind and turn¬ 
ing 90 in lune, he has con¬ 
tinued to champion the 
cause of older people. 

However, as membership num- 
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bers have dwindled, he feels 
unable to continue, despite being 
concerned about how future 
spending cuts will impact on 
senior citizens. 

He said: “I can only assume that 
older people are either too 
apathetic, or content with their 
lot. 

“When we started we used to 
get a good crowd of about 60 
people, but obviously a lot have 
died and numbers have dwindled 
right down.

Second school In 
bid to be academy 


A TOP performing Hav¬ 
erhill school has applied 
for academy status and 
could be fast-tracked 
through by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Parents of pupils at Samuel 
Ward Arts and Technology 
College have received a letter 
telling them that its governing 
body is considering the school 
becoming an academy - which 
would mean it would no longer 
be under Suffolk County 
Council control, but operate 
independently with funding 
directly from central gover¬ 
nment. 

The school is one of only 
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2,000 in Britain classed as 
“outstanding” by OFSTED 
inspectors, which means it is 
among the first in the country 
to be invited to apply to 
become an academy. 

Head teacher Howard Lay 
wrote seeking parents’ views on 
the planned change, which 
would come at a time when 
Samuel Ward, along with other 
schools in the area, has had to 
expand to accept additional 
pupils from next year when the 
schools reorganisation review is 
completed and all middle 


schools are closed. 

Mr Lay wrote: “We believe we 
have the experience and 
expertise to use the additional 
autonomies of academy status 
to continue the development of 
the school and raise standards. 

“It is very clear that the 
Government sees greater 
autonomy for schools as the 
next stage in the development 
of the education service and 
wants schools to be more 
proactive in developing their 
individual strengths in res¬ 
ponse to the needs of the local 
community. 

“We see academy status as a 
key component in our future 
development and we intend to 


use this as a platform from 
which to ‘re-energise’ the whole 
school community and focus 
on the best way to raise 
standards for our pupils. 

“Academy status is intended 
to promote innovation and 
educational entrepreneurship 
by giving school leaders more 
freedom to decide how best to 
meet the needs of their pupils, 
parents and wider community.” 

Haverhill’s other upper 
school, Castle Manor Business 
and Enterprise College, has also 
applied for academy status, but 
funding for new buildings was 
axed when the government 
scrapped the Buildings for 
Schools programme.

“I have done all sorts of 
advertising, put out leaflets, 
but I cannot get anybody to 
come. 

“I have been going to 
council meetings for years and 
putting across the problems of 
pensioners, but I feel like a 
cheat, because I am only 
representing the views of 
about a dozen people. I am 
just not getting anywhere. 

“It is not my age, I am quite 


happy to attend council 
meetings, but I would just be 
speaking for myself. It is a 
great pity really, I feel with all 
these cuts, older people are 
going to have a very rough 
time. 

“I am of the opinion that a 
lot of old people are locked 
away in their homes and don’t 
come out. They don’t go to 
libraries, they don’t have a 
computer and they don’t even 
buy a paper. 


“We served our country in 
war and peace, but we have 
become a financial em¬ 
barrassment, because there 
are so many of us and they 
don’t know what to do with us. 

“They have not got a clue 
what it is like actually being an 
old person. There are big 
issues out there, but no-body 
is tackling them. 

“I am very disturbed about 
what is going to happen to 
older people in the future, but 


there is nothing I can do about 
it.” 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill 
town clerk, said Mr Bradsell 
had been attending council 
meetings for many years and 
had raised some pertinent 
points. 

He said: “At a time when the 
number of older persons is 
increasing, it is a shame that 
the one group in town that 
campaigns for pensioners is 
folding.” 
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Bench tribute 
to tragic teen 

A TRAGIC teenager who died just after his 
18th birthday has been remembered with a 
memorial bench at a playing field where he 
once enjoyed kicking a ball around. 

Andrew Armstrong died when he crashed 
his new motorbike into a post almost three 
years ago and his family are still struggling 
to come to terms with their loss. 

Mum Paula Armstrong spoke about her 
heartbreak in May, to help launch a police 
campaign to warn youngsters about the 
dangers of riding bikes off road. 

Mrs Armstrong met councillors and police 
representatives on Friday to officially unveil 
the bench, close to their home in Queensway, 

Haverhill. 

It was paid for by Haverhill Town Council 
and installed by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. The town council is also to pay for 
fencing to be put up along the edge of the 
playing field, to reduce the danger of 
youngsters running out into the road to 
retrieve footballs that roll down the slope 
there. 

Mrs Armstrong said: “I am very proud and 
Andrew would have been too. The whole 
family has been very touched by everything 
everyone has done, we live in a very close 
community. 

“Andrew used to sit under this tree where 
the bench is with his friends and I can see if 
from my window. We are very grateful to 
everyone, especially Haverhill Town Council. 

Without them it would not have happened, 
because we just did not have the cash to do 
it.” 

Damien Parker, parks manager for St 
Edmundsbury, said: “Hopefully it can be used 
as an unusual way of reminding young

Hopes for new 
free school 


TRUSTEES hoping to establish 
one of the first free schools in 
the country under new 
government legislation are 
confident that its doors will be 
ready to open by next Sep¬ 
tember. 

Around 300 people packed a 
public meeting at Clare Middle 
School to discuss the plan to 
establish the Stour Valley Com¬ 
munity School there, after it closes 
as a middle school next July. 

Keith Haisman, one of the 
trustees of Stour Valley Educational 
Trust and Clare Parish Council 
chairman, has already met Prime 
Minister David Cameron and 
Education Minister Michael Gove, 
who gave their backing to the plan 
to create a new school for up to 600 
pupils aged 11 to 16 years. 

Details of what curriculum will be 
offered, the head teacher and the 
ethos of the school must be 
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decided, but Mr Haisman said it 
was hoped to have final approval for 
it to go ahead before the end of this 
year. The school will appear on 
parental choice forms issued by 
Suffolk County Council. 

He said: “We were invited to 
Downing Street as one of a half 
dozen schools at an advance stage 
with their applications and Helen 
Bennett, of the Department of 
Education, has been appointed to 
help guide us through the approval 
process. 

“If we do get approval, I am sure 
the government will help make sure 
that we are successful. We hope to 
open with 300 to 350 pupils and we 
understand there will be funding to 
help us get established. 

“We were very pleased to get 300 
people at the meeting. There was no 


antagonism, some people did have 
concerns about issues like 
transport. 

“We have been in touch with all 
six feeder schools and also some 
across the border in Essex. We have 
already had enquiries from parents 
in Haverhill and Newmarket, but 
whether they send their children 
here is another matter. 

“We hope to have positive 
discussions with post sixteen 
providers like Samuel Ward in 
Haverhill, West Suffolk College and 
Linton Village College and work 
with them. This is not Clare against 
Sudbury or Haverhill, it is about 
giving parents a choice about where 
their children are educated. At 
present you have some children 
going from schools with 70 children 
to ones with more than 1,000. That 
works for some children, but not for 
all. Education policy has changed 
and what we are doing is in line 
with the new legislation.”

Man jailed for 
underage sex 


A JUDGE has told a 
man who admitted 
sexual activity with 
two 15-year-olds 
that he poses a 
threat to young girls 
- and locked him up 
for four years. 

Adam Champion, 25, 
appeared for sentence at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
yesterday for two offen¬ 
ces of sexual activity 
with a child, which he 
admitted at an earlier 
hearing, and had in¬ 
volved separate girls on 
two different dates at his 
home address. 

fudge fohn Holt told 
Champion, of Argyle 
Court, Haverhill: “You 
are a significant risk of 
harm to girls under 16.” 

fudge Holt said he was 
satisfied that the second 
girl had been under the 
influence of cannabis 
when she had sex with 
Champion. The girl’s 
mother had said in a 
statement: “She was 
incoherent and her 
pupils were the size of 
saucers.” 

Champion was told 
that when he is released 
from prison he will be 
subjected to an extended 
four year period on 
licence and a sexual 
offences prevention 
order, which forbids him 
to be alone with girls 
aged under 16. 

Lindsay Cox, pros¬ 
ecuting, said that last 
fune Champion had 
been in his bedroom at 
home playing X Box 


games with a group, 
among whom was a 15- 
year-old girl. When 
everyone but the girl had 
left, Champion pinned 
her to the bed, 
indecently touching her 
“with some force”. The 
girl told Champion to 
stop and bit him on his 
right leg before breaking 
free and running from 
the house. 

Champion told offi¬ 
cers he knew the girl’s 
age. He admitted spend¬ 
ing most of his time 
smoking cannabis and 
playing computer 
games. 

Mr Cox said: “This 
incident has had a 
marked effect on her 
schooling, her ability to 
sleep. It has caused her 
general anxiety.” 

The second incident - 
while Champion was on 
bail for the first offence - 
took place in February 
this year, when another 
15-year-old girl had been 
at his home with a group 
of friends. When they left 
Champion had kissed 
the girl before having sex 
with her. 

Champion claimed 
that what took place had 
been with the girl’s full 
consent although he 
knew her age. 

A psychiatric report 
said Champion was 
suffering from a person¬ 
ality disorder which 
meant he lived a chaotic 
and disordered life and 
on occasions his choice 
of sexual partners had 
been poorly thought 
through.

No care home 
for redundant 
middle school 


HOPES that a brand 
new care home for 
the elderly could be 
provided on disused 
school site have been 
dashed after coun¬ 
cillors agreed to 
abandon the scheme. 

A number of schools in 
Suffolk will become 
redundant once middle 
schools close and the 
county moves to a two-tier 
education system next 
autumn. 

Suffolk County Council 
had announced plans that 
several of these sites - 
including Chalkstone 
Middle School in Haverhill 
- should be used for new 
care homes. 

The new home at 
Haverhill would have 
replaced the Place Court 
home in Camps Road, 
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with the site sold off to 
help pay for it. 

Consultation had 
already started on the 
plan, which had received 
support from various 
groups in Haverhill. 

However, members of 
the council’s cabinet have 
now agreed not to go 
ahead with the plan to use 
a Private Finance Initiative 
(PFI) to help fund the 
scheme, as it was not 
considered affordable in 
the current financial 
climate. 

A further report back to 
councillors will be made 
in October, reviewing how 
its entire estate of 17 
homes should be dealt 
with in future. 

A report to the cabinet 


reads: “It is now clear from 
the financial analysis that 
the cost to the council for 
redeveloping only part of 
its care homes is 
unaffordable. 

“However, the interest 
people have shown about 
the proposals during the 
consultation is valued and 
acknowledged.” 

A financial assessment 
of the scheme showed 
that, although PFI would 
have brought funding 
from central government 
to support the proposal 
over a 25-year period, the 
project would have cost 
the council an additional 
£3m in the first five years. 

It was these additional 
costs which made it 
unaffordable to the council. 

It was also considered 
that other options for the 
care of elderly people, 
apart from residential care,

School gets good marks 


OFSTED inspectors have 
found a middle school to 
be providing a good level of 
education, a welcoming 
environment, and to be 
outstanding in its pro¬ 
motion of healthy lifestyles. 

Inspectors went to Chalkstone 
Middle School earlier this month 
to scrutinise lessons and to meet 
governors, teachers, support staff 
and pupils. 

The lead inspector also attend¬ 
ed the Crucial Crew roadshow at 
Samuel Ward Upper School with 
the Year 6 pupils where he found 
the pupils’ behaviour to be ‘exem- 
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plary’, and where he met Howard 
Lay, headteacher of Samuel Ward. 

Opinions of parents were 
collected through questionnaires. 

In their report, the inspectors 
stated that “good improvements 
have been made in attainment, 
teaching and learning, target 
setting, attendance and behav¬ 
iour” since the last inspection in 
2007. 

The inspectors described most 
of the lessons they saw as 
featuring learning that was good 


or outstanding. 

The report said: “Pupils make 
good progress and achieve well, 
because the quality of their 
learning in lessons is good. Pupils 
say they enjoy being at school, 
and this was clear from the 
lessons seen during the in¬ 
spection.” 

The inspectors described the 
curriculum as “meeting all 
requirements” and “suitably 
enriched to offer the pupils even 
greater opportunities.” 

Governors were described as 
“keen to act as critical friends”. 

Although the school will close 
next summer, the inspectors

concluded that “staff at all levels 
are determined to minimise the 
uncertainty being caused because 
of the imminent reorganisation of 
education in this part of Suffolk. 

“The school’s record of 
sustained improvement illustrates 
well the ambition and drive of the 
good management team.” 

Nigel Giles, the headteacher, 
said: “I am very pleased that this 
report describes very accurately 
the good, happy school that 
Chalkstone is. 

“We are fortunate to have such 
a talented and skilled staff, such 
enthusiastic children, and 
supportive governors.”

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Views sought on Hanchett End Business Park Concept Statement 


For the past month, St Edmundsbury Borough Council (SEBC) has been seeking local views on the future of a key 
Haverhill site. The land at Hanchett End, located next to the Spirit of Enterprise roundabout, has been identified 
for employment use for a number of years and importantly, SEBC is seeking the views of the public by tomorrow, 
Friday 30 th July. 

Since our initial update on the draft Concept Statement, Carisbrooke Investments would like to take the opportunity to inform 
you of several important developments: 



The PACEC report 

This report, produced by independent consultancy, PACEC, into the viability of the Haverhill Research Park follows a previous 
study commissioned by the Suffolk Development Agency in 2006.

VISITORS to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital must continue 
paying hated parking 
charges after the coalition 
Government scrapped 
plans to abolish hospital car 
park fees. 

The decision announced this 
week by the Department of 
Health backtracks on plans 
outlined by Labour last year to do 
away with the payments, which 
rake in millions for NHS trusts 
across the country 

Now campaigners want to see 
the Hills Road site follow the 
example of Trafford General 
Hospital in Manchester, which 
recently became the first in 
England to stop charging patients 
and visitors - Scotland and Wales 
have already stopped charging. 

A health department spokes¬ 
man said: “We can’t be in favour 
of decentralisation and greater 
autonomy for the NHS and then 
tell them how to run their car 
parking.” 

Addenbrooke’s has come under 
renewed criticism after figures 
disclosed under the Freedom of 


Information Act revealed 
Cambridge University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust topped 
the list of trusts making more 
than £1 million from car parks 
during 2007/08. 

The trust, which runs 
Addenbrooke’s and the Rosie 
Maternity Hospital, collected £2.8 
million from patients, visitors 
and staff during the period. 

Hopes of a change were raised 
last September when then-Health 
Secretary Andy Burnham 
announced plans to scrap 
charges for in-patients. 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Liberal 


Democrat health spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire, blasted the 
“bitterly unfair” charges imposed 
on patients. 

He said: “It’s basically immoral 
to be charging people who are 
sick, and it also means 20 streets 
near the hospital are a constant 
car park. 

“I’m bitterly disappointed that 
the new Government hasn’t seen 
fit to change things. 

“This isn’t a private hospital, 
and when Scotland and Wales 
changed last year the thinking 
was that England would follow.” 

He added: “This is bitterly 


unfair, and the battle goes on.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridge 
University Hospitals said: “Our 
car parks are self-funding, receive 
no money from taxpayers and do 
not make a profit. 

“If we were forced to scrap 
charges then the income needed 
to operate them would have to be 
diverted from patient care. 

“People visiting long-stay 
inpatients at Addenbrooke’s and 
the Rosie already benefit from 
heavily subsidised, frequent 
parking arrangements that 
reduce the cost to less than £1.80 
a day.”

A cuddle gives deaf blind 
Delphi that vital loving touch

W HEN I arrive 
at Zoe 
Hickman's 
home soon after 
9am, the mum of 
three has just 
returned from 
dropping her eldest 
son, 7-year-old 
Mackenzie, off at 
school. 


Her 9-month-old baby 
Sonny is sound asleep in 
his pram, giving Zoe a few 
rare minutes to have a 
quick tidy around the 
house while her partner 
Mark is busy getting 5- 
year-old Delphi ready for 
school. 


It’s a typical morning in 
the Royston home, but the 
family is far from average. 

Born with a complex 
condition called 
microcephaly, Delphi is 
deaf, blind, cannot walk, 
has to be fed through a 
tube and requires constant 
care from doting mum Zoe 
and Mark to stay alive. No 
one knows how long 
Delphi will live, but she is 
not expected to make it to 
adulthood. 


Babies can be born with 
microcephaly or it can 
develop in the first few 
years of a child’s life. It is a 
rare, neurological disorder 
where the brain doesn’t 
grow at a normal rate, 
resulting in varying

degrees of learning 
difficulties. Babies and 
infants with the condition 
have a reduced head size, 
but their face will continue 
to grow at a normal rate, 
resulting in an excess of 
skin. Other symptoms of 
the condition include a 
high-pitched cry, poor 
feeding, convulsions, 
hyperactivity and 
developmental delays, 
which can vary greatly in 
severity. 

“When Delphi was born 
I knew there was 
something wrong with her 
as soon as I saw her,” 
remembers Zoe. “Because 
she was my second, I knew 
what newborns looked 
like.” 

Despite her 
reservations, after the 
labour Zoe and Delphi 
were taken to the main 
maternity ward. “Her head 
circumference was very 
tiny,” recalls Zoe. “They 
put a little hat on her and 
we waited for the doctor to 
come and check her, but 
the whole time I knew 
something was wrong. It 
was heartbreaking. I kept 
thinking, she can’t see, she 
must be blind, because her 
eyes were closed and they 
were very puffy 


“What made it worse 
was that we were on a 
normal ward -1 hate the 
word normal, absolutely 
hate it, but they were 
normal newborns, so 
everyone was looking and 
you can see that your 
baby’s not the same as 
everyone else’s.” 

Zoe says it was very 
frightening when the 
doctor arrived and 
immediately requested a 
brain scan for Delphi. At 
just a few hours old, she 
was diagnosed with 
microcephaly, but the 
doctors said they wouldn’t 
be able to assess the 
severity of the condition 
until she was a few 
months old. 

“We brought her home 
when she was two days old 
and at that stage, apart 
from having a misshaped 
head, she was feeding 
properly and there weren’t 
really any major problems. 
It hadn’t been said that she 
couldn’t see, though I 
sensed it, but it wasn’t 
until she was three weeks 
old that we realised she 
couldn’t hear. The smoke 
alarm went off and she 
didn’t flinch at all and I 
thought, that’s not 
normal.” 


Following numerous 
tests, Delphi was 
diagnosed as being 
deafblind due to 
microcephaly. “The part of 
Delphi’s brain that hasn’t 
developed is the side that 
enables you to hear, see, 
and communicate - the 
development side. It is a 
very extreme case - some 
children can have a mild 
case of microcephaly and 
still lead normal lives.” 

Scooping up Sonny, who 
has now woken up, and 
bouncing him on her 
knee, Zoe tells me she 
never expected Delphi’s 
condition to progress as 
quickly and aggressively as 
it has, and admits she 
doesn’t think she fully 
understood how severe 
the condition could 
become. 

“The thing with 
microcephaly is it’s usually 
a very gradual learning 
problem,” she says. “It’s 
called severe 
developmental delay, 
which means they hit their 
milestones a bit later. But 
although I’ve been told 
this is what Delphi has got, 
Delphi has basically 
stopped - she isn’t hitting 
any milestones, and she 
isn’t going to hit any”

Despite being unable to 
communicate, Delphi has 
shown signs of being 
responsive to vibration 
and benefits from one-to- 
one support from her 
intervener, Gilly Moosajee, 
a relationship which was 
arranged through the 
deafblind charity Sense. 
Gilly visits Delphi once a 
week and, using a 
resonance board designed 
especially for deaf people, 
is able to make sounds 
vibrate around her body 
so she can experience the 
sensation. 

In and out of hospital 
her whole life, during 
Zoe’s pregnancy with 
Sonny, Delphi’s health 
dramatically deteriorated. 
“She was suffering with 
seizures and, if they went 
too far, we had to call an 
ambulance for her,” says 
Zoe. 

Delphi developed 
bronchitis when she was a 
few months old and, since 
then, hasn’t been able to 
take food or drink through 
her mouth. She is now fed 
through a jejunostomy 
tube, which is 
permanently 
inserted into her 
stomach. 

“She’s literally 
doubled in size, 
which has made 
her more difficult 
to handle,” says 
Zoe. “She was 
Sonny’s size for 
quite a few years 
and you could 
just pick her up 
and take her 
upstairs, but it’s 
getting more difficult 
now.” 

Delphi’s medication is 
also administered by tube 
- a gastrostomy, which is 
also permanently inserted 
into her stomach. 

While I have been 
talking to Zoe, Mark has 
been with Delphi and has 
now brought her in to the 
lounge for the minibus 
that has arrived to take 
her to Greenside School in 
Stevenage, where she goes 
four afternoons a week. 
“It’s a specialist school 
where she gets to do 
sensory activities and go 
in the hydrotherapy pool,” 
explains Zoe, as she 
wheels her daughter out 
to the minibus. 

Despite only being able 
to communicate by crying 


or smiling, Zoe and Mark 
both believe Delphi 
responds to the touch of 
people who know her 
well. “If she’s crying and 
you pick her up and give 
her a tight cuddle it can 
soothe her,” says Mark. 

“I like to think she 
responds when you hold 
her hand, but we don’t 
know,” adds Zoe. “You 
don’t see a reaction in her 
eyes.” Neither Mackenzie 
or Sonny suffer from the 
condition, and Zoe has 
been given no explanation 
as to why Delphi 
developed microcephaly. 
She admits not knowing 
why her daughter has the 
condition, or how long 
she has to live, has been 
hard to come to terms 
with. 

“The geneticist said it 
wasn’t hereditary, it wasn’t 
genetic - basically, with 
Delphi, it was a blip, I 
don’t know why it 
happened. Although not 
knowing why is hard, I’m 
glad that I didn’t find out 
she had microcephaly 
while I was pregnant, 


because obviously at that 
stage they wouldn’t have 
been able to tell how 
severe it would be, and 
that decision... well, I 
can’t imagine having to 
make that decision.” 

Deciding to have a third 
child was a big step for 
Zoe and Mark, but the 
couple tell me their 
situation was different 
then. 

“When we were trying 
for Sonny I was working, 
Delphi was fine and then 
it just happened that I lost 
my job that February and 
Delphi went down hill,” 
says Mark. “Someone 
actually said to me ‘why 
did you have a third?’, but 
everything was fine then.” 

Soon after Zoe 
discovered she was 


pregnant with Sonny, 
Delphi’s seizures became 
more frequent and she 
also developed breathing 
problems. The couple 
were in and out of hospital 
with Delphi, and Zoe 
actually went into labour 
while Delphi was in 
hospital following a 
seizure. 

The seizures continued 
and, when Sonny was 6 
weeks old, Zoe and Mark 
were told by doctors that 
Delphi might not have 
much longer left to live. 

Taking Mackenzie out 
of school so he could say 
goodbye to his sister, 
Delphi was transferred to 
Keech Hospice Care in 
Luton, a charity hospice, 
which provides end of life 
care for adults and 
children. 

“She got quite bad one 
day and breaking the 
news to Mackenzie was 
the hardest thing,” says 
Zoe. 

But, against the odds, 
Delphi found the strength 
to pull through and, the 
following week, the family 
returned home. 
“Delphi is still 
here,” says Mark. 
“But we know that 
she could be gone. 

.. she will be gone, 
but we don’t know 
when. 

“People say ‘how 
is she, is she any 
better?’, but she’s 
not going to get any 
better, she won’t 
ever get any better, 
she’ll only get 
worse. It’s really 
tough.” 

For now the family “take 
each day as it comes” and 
finds the support from 
their friends and family, 
the team at Keech 
Hospice Care and Sense a 
great source of comfort. 

Describing her 
daughter as being a ‘real 
sweetie’ and a ‘tough 
cookie’ from day one, Zoe 
admits she makes the 
most of the smiley days 
she has with Delphi. “I 
always try and take a 
picture when she smiles,” 
she says. “I don’t know 
what makes her carry on, 
to be honest. 

“She obviously gets 
something out of us, so 
we’ll just keep trying to 
find out what she 
responds to.”

Soulful: James 
Morrison will play 
Newmarket Nights 
tomorrow. 


I’m really pleased I 
got U in music A-level 


J AMES Morrison is an expressive 
interviewee. By the time we’ve finished 
chatting prior to his gig at Newmarket 
Nights, I’ve been sung to, had my leg pulled 
and heard an amusing impersonation of Prince 
Charles. All this from the soulful, sensitive¬ 
sounding singer-songwriter who looks like 
butter wouldn’t melt... 

Four years on since the success of his soaring ballad, 
You Give Me Something, the 25-year-old from Rugby has 
become an established name in the folk-pop industry, 
with his fragile, timeless voice one of the most distinctive 
around. He has picked up a BRIT award, seen two 
albums hit the Number One spot and collaborated with 
some of the hottest names in the music world. 

Last year, his single Broken Strings, on which he 
worked with Nelly Furtado, continued his successful 
streak by becoming his best-selling single to date. And I 
get my first taste of the Morrison humour when I ask how 
the two singers got along. 

“She hated me, she didn’t like me at all,” he says,

seriously at first. “I was in her face all the time... No, 
she was really cool. I didn’t really know what to expect to 
be honest, I’ve never worked with someone of that high a 
calibre. She was really down to earth and funny and sexy 
- everything you want Nelly Furtado to be, really.” 

Growing up on a healthy diet of Stevie Wonder, Van 
Morrison and Otis Redding, from an early age James was 
picking out tunes on his guitar. After years of busking in 
his home town - interspersed with a less-than- 
successful music course at school (more on that later) - 
James began playing at open mic nights, where he was 
discovered and swiftly signed by Polydor Records. 

James will be belting out his hits on stage at 
Newmarket Racecourse this weekend and is looking 
forward to being part of the party. 

“I love playing live, I’m just excited to be getting out 
there with my band,” he says. “I think all musicians like 
playing live - it’s great when the crowds are all singing 
your songs and they’re with you 100 per cent and it’s a 
beautiful day... all of that is amazing. But I think for me, 
it’s those little special moments that come along when 
you play sometimes, where the hairs on your arms go 
up. That’s the thing I enjoy.” 

James might have rubbed shoulders with royals and 
musical legends alike, but there are some who failed to 
predict this star’s ascent. After studying for a music A- 
level at school, the young musician came away with just 
a U grade. What was that about, James? 

“I know! What were they on about? Only joking -1 
dunno why I got a U really, I think it was because I wasn’t 
very good at the theory side. I didn’t enjoy it or get what it 
was about. I thought, why can’t you just listen to it and 
then play it? I learned to play by ear. But I quite like it, I’m 
really pleased I got a U,” he laughs. “It’s just funny to 
me.” 

James is now the proud father of a little girl, Elsie - the 


first born to James and his long-term girlfriend Gill. 
Has she inspired any of his songs? 

“Definitely,” he says. “I wrote a song called The 
Awakening which was about me feeling like I’ve 
woken up for the first time after having a kid, 
thinking, ‘now I know what’s it’s all about’. 

“I try not to make it too obvious though, I 
think it’s cringy if you do. I don’t want to be 
like ‘I LOVE MY DAUGHTER SO MUCH’,” 
he sings, loudly, “I just try and do it in a 
subtle way, you know? 

“She really responds to music 
though,” he adds. “She’s a good 
little dancer. I’ve played her a few of 
my new songs just to see what 
she does, and if she dances to it, 
then she likes it.” 

With a young family and a 
great career doing what he 
loves most, James is full of 
pride - and astonishment - at 
how far he’s come in just a 
few years. 

“I couldn’t have 
guessed that I’d be 
where I am today,” he 
says. “I’ve always 
sung, and it’s always 
been what I’ve wanted 
to do, but I thought it 
would take a lot longer.”

The big film 


THE REBOUND (15,94 mins) 
Comedy/Romance. Catherine-Zeta 
Jones, Justin Bartha, Joanna 
Gleason, Art Garfunkel, Kate

THE Rebound has been sitting on a 
shelf for more than a year and, in 
truth, that’s where it should have 
stayed. 

Bearing striking similarities to the Uma 
Thurman film Prime, Bart Freundlich’s 
predictable romantic comedy asks 
whether love can truly bridge the age 
divide or if the prejudices of friends 
and family will ultimately undermine 
the foundations of a relationship 
between a woman and a younger 
man. 

If the writer-director has any 
interesting observations about modern 
day romance, he fails to weave them 
into a pedestrian script that gives all of 
the half- decent lines to the supporting 
characters. 

These include two cherubic offspring, 
who are wise beyond their tender 
years and seem far more centred than 
their mother. 

“We thought that you were dead,” 
says the boy, startled when his parent 
wakes from her alcohol-induced 
stupor. 

“We thought you had asphyxiated on 



your vomit,” adds the girl sassily. 

The perfectly pickled parent is Sandy 
(Zeta-Jones), a 40-year-old yummy 
mummy whose world implodes when 
she discovers footage of her husband 
Frank (Robards) engaged in a sexual 
act with a neighbour. 

Sandy flings down her apron and 
muffin tins, abandons the suburbs and 
heads back to New York City with her 
daughter Sadie (Gould) and son Frank 
Jr (Cherry). 

The mother lands a job at a TV sports 
network and needs to hurriedly 
arrange childcare. 

So she approaches 25-year-old 
graduate Aram Finkelstein (Bartha), 
who works in the coffee shop below 
her apartment. 

Aram jumps at the opportunity to earn 
more money and gain more 
independence from his controlling 


Jewish mother, Roberta (Gleason), 
and long-suffering father, Harry 
(Garfunkel). 

Friendship turns to attraction and 
eventually Sandy and Aram 
acknowledge their feelings and kindle 
a romance that raises eyebrows 
among her friends, especially acid- 
tongued Daphne (Grant). 

Aram successfully allays fears by 
poking fun at the age difference but 
Sandy continues to fixate on those 15 
years. 

The Rebound has some amusing 
exchanges and Zeta-Jones and Bartha 
are an attractive central pairing but 
there’s simply no screen chemistry 
between them. It’s little wonder 
everyone counsels Sandy against the 
affair. 

Convention blights every twist in the 
narrative and the set pieces feel 
hopelessly contrived, like when Sandy 
attends self-defence classes and lets 
out her pent-up rage at her husband in 
one foul-mouthed primal scream. 

Or a blind date that culminates in the 
would-be suitor relieving himself in a 
portable loo in the middle of the street 
then wrapping his unwashed hands 
around Sandy’s stunned face. 
Thankfully, reality bites for a downbeat 
ending but Freundlich simply can’t 
resist a saccharine coda because a 
woman like Sandy apparently needs a 
man.

Clematis have cultivars 
for every garden setting 


mong the glories 
of my garden are 
-Z Xjclematis -1 love 
the big showy flowers of 
the hybrids as well as 
the early season types, 
such as C. macropetala, 
cascading over walls 
and fences or 
scrambling up shrubs. 

In fact, there are clematis 
for virtually every setting, 
whether you want them to 
hide a structural eyesore, or 
provide colour and interest 
intertwined with evergreen 
shrubs. There are even 
clematis specifically bred for 
containers, which will add a 
flourish to your patio. 

Combining clematis with 
other choice plants, such as 
roses, can create a focal point 
in the garden which will be 
colourful from spring to 
autumn. 

Roses and clematis are 
particularly good plant 
partners as they have similar 
feeding and cultivation 
requirements. I have a

gorgeous shrub rose, Rosa 
‘Gertrude fekyll’, which is 
heavily scented, bearing 
double, dark pink flowers in 
summer and autumn, 
growing up an obelisk, 
combined with C. ‘Nelly 
Moser’, an early to mid¬ 
summer flowering clematis 
with pink striped petals which 
fade in the sunlight. It makes 
a fantastic focal point and as 
the clematis starts to fade the 
rose comes into its own. 

Early season clematis, such 
as C. alpina and C. 
macropetala, have bushy 
habits which are naturally 
suited to training up and 
hiding the bare stems of 
climbing or rambler roses. 


Early to mid-summer 
flowering clematis, including 
C. ’Lasurstern’ and C. ’Marie 
Boisselot’, are better if thinned 
to five or six shoots before 
being tied into a rose because 
then the flowers will be larger 
and more evenly spread, 
making a better display. 

Evergreen and deciduous 
shrubs can be perked up 
when planted with large- 
flowered hybrids, viticellas 
and compact species 
clematis, which flower from 
mid-summer to autumn. But 
bear in mind the flowering 
time of each plant and how 
they will complement each 
other. 

Mid-season, large-flowered 
hybrids will happily grow 
through evergreen shrubs like 
rhododendrons, while early to 
late-summer blooming 
clematis with shorter stems 
and closer flowers, such as C. 
‘Fuji-musume’ and the lilac 
coloured C. ‘fosephine’, are 
more suited to combine with 
smaller shrubs with compact 
crowns. 

The dramatic, velvety deep 


red flowers of C. ‘Niobe’ will 
climb happily through the 
popular evergreen shrub 
Choisya ternata, while many 
hebe cultivars make a good 
foil for clematis. 

Timing is important when 
growing clematis through 
trees or shrubs, if you want 
maximum colour impact. 
Plant C. montana var. rubens 
with Ceanothus arboreus 
‘Trewithen Blue’ and both will 
flower at the same time, from 
late spring to early summer, 
the pink clematis making a 
striking show with the purple 
ceanothus. Directing the 
stems of the clematis through 
the ceanothus should 
maximise the overall effect. 

Similarly, star-like pink 
blooms of C. alpina will 
pepper the crown of small, 
flowering apple trees, while 
climbers can also perform 
well as ground cover. C. ‘Nelly 
Moser’, for instance, will 
flower at the base of a tree 
trunk, brightening up a bare 
patch of ground. Combine 
another variety with it and 
you can create an interesting

patchwork effect. 

You can also buy more 
compact varieties of clematis 
which will engulf a wigwam 
or other support in a pot. I 
have one beautiful lilac- 
flowered compact Raymond 
Evison variety, C. Parisienne, 
which grows to around lm 
(3ft) and produces a 
profusion of blooms in late 
spring and early summer, but 


there are many more from 
which to choose. 

Plant compact clematis in a 
moisture-retentive but free- 
draining soil, where their 
roots are shaded but top 
growth is in the sun. 

Check the variety for best 
location, as some will thrive 
in semi-shade while others 
prefer a fair amount of 
sunlight.

Poll delight for Far East manufacturers 


JAPANESE car 

manufacturers swept 
the board in a major 
reliability survey 
published by Which? 
Car magazine this 
week, writes Peter 
Woodman. 

Japanese companies 
took eight of the first 10 
places in the magazine’s 
manufacturer reliability 
table. 

Daihatsu, with a score 
of 86.8 per cent, was top 
of the table, with Honda 
second, Toyota third and 
Mazda fourth. Land Rover 
was last on 67.5 per cent. 

The survey, involving 
more than 64,000 Which? 
members and more than 
66,000 cars up to eight 
years old, showed that, of 
sports cars, Porsche 
topped the customer 
satisfaction table. 

Second was Daihatsu, 
with Lexus third. MG was 


at the bottom of the 
sports car satisfaction 
table, being rated as 
“poor” along with 
Vauxhall, Peugeot, 
Chrysler and Renault. 

Topping the 

satisfaction table for an 
individual car model was 
the Honda Accord, 
followed by the Honda 
S200 and the Mazda MX- 
5. 

The Honda Accord 
scored 97 per cent in this 
category in contrast to 
the cars at the bottom of 
the satisfaction table, 
with the Renault Laguna 
scoring only 51 per cent 
and the Renault Espace 
last of all with just 48 per 
cent. 

The Kia Pacinto topped 
the table for new car 
reliability (nought to 
three years) in the 
supermini sector, with the 
Seat Ibiza bottom of the 
list. The Mazda 3 was 


considered the best 
medium car for new car 
reliability, with the Nissan 
Qashqai bottom. 

In the large car sector, 
the most reliable was the 
Honda Insight, with the 
Ford Mondeo bottom of 
this particular table. 

The most reliable 
luxury car was the 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class, 
with the Volkswagen Golf 
Plus the best in the multi¬ 
purpose vehicle sector; 
the Toyota RAV4 the most 
reliable 4x4 or sports 
utility vehicle; and the 
Mercedes-Benz SLK 
named the best sports car. 

Daihatsu was 

considered the best 
company when it came to 
servicing cars, with Lexus 
second and Honda third. 
Bottom of this table was 
Fiat. 

Despite the adverse 
publicity surrounding the 
recall of millions of 


Toyota cars worldwide in 
recent months, the 
company’s luxury arm - 
Lexus - topped the best 
dealership table, with MG 
bottom. 

Which? chief executive 
Peter Vicary-Smith said: 
“You don’t expect a new 
car to go wrong - but our 
rigorous research shows 
there’s a big difference 
between the best and 
worst. 

“Some small cars, 
particularly Korean and 
Japanese superminis, run 
like clockwork. Whereas 
some bigger cars, which 
you might expect to be 
more robust, aren’t all 
they are cracked up to 
be.” 

In its latest edition, 
Which? Car also included 
details of its best car 
manufacturer award - 
first announced earlier 
this year - which went to 
Skoda.

Extensive testing in the north 
east - around Sunderland and 
Newcastle - has already been 
completed, and Liberty’s conver¬ 
ted Range Rover will be on sale in 
the autumn. 

The firm, which has no 
connection to Land Rover, will put 
the world’s first non-polluting, 
luxury 4x4 in British showrooms, 
and it will have the capability to 
cover almost 200 miles on a single 
charge, a distance that some 
electric vehicle (EV) makers are 
still striving to achieve. 

Even better, the Liberty E- 
Range Rover will come complete 
with another world first - 
wireless charging. This simply 
involves parking the car over an 
induction plate, and it then 
charges automatically without 
the need for plugs or power 
leads. 

Liberty says this new vehicle 
and its patented technology will 
revolutionise the big 4x4 sector, 
and the firm’s chief executive, 
Barry Shrier, who was present at 
the North East trials, is proud of 
what Liberty has achieved so far. 

“We are incredibly proud to 
have proven our critics wrong and 
demonstrated the performance 
ability of our patented, class¬ 
leading technology”, says Shrier. 

There’s an electric motor sited

Mercedes-AMG is developing 
the SLS AMG E-Cell, a state-of- 
the-art supercar with a zero- 
emissions hi-tech drive. This 
mighty gullwing Merc can 
accelerate from zero to 62mph in 
just four seconds. 

Renault’s DeZir concept EV, 
though, is more of a lightweight, 
but a stunning sports car all the 
same. It has a range of 100 miles, 
and uses just the one electric 


motor - making it a much 
cheaper proposition if it makes it 
to market. 

Charging points will need to 
be plentiful, and more and more 
cities outside of London are 
looking to invest in, and support, 
the global green motoring 
revolution. 

The north east is the latest 
region to announce a network of 
recharging posts, with infra¬ 
structure provider Elektromotive 
about to supply the first 200 of 
1,300 plug-in points in and 
around Newcastle. 

These Elektrobay EV 
recharging posts will be installed 
within the next three years, and 
the mini power stations can be 
located by visiting the website 
www.elektromotive.com. 

One US outfit has also recog¬ 
nised that EV chargers need to be 
both functional and attractive, so 
has come up with the GE 
WattStation. 

Produced by San Francisco- 
based Fuseproject, led by 
industrial designer Yves Behar, 
the GE WattStation is user- 
friendly and also cuts the time 
needed for vehicle charging.

Ford Econo 
Check helps 
cut fuel bills 

FORD’S Econo Check service is now 
available from Ford dealerships, 
priced at £29.99 

Ford is using cutting edge technology to 
provide tailored advice on the best way for 
customers to save fuel. 

Using a small electronic data-logger to 
record driving behaviour, Ford technicians 
use sophisticated software to recommend 
ways of improving fuel economy. 

The Econo Check service provides the 
answer to data highlighted by new research 
which has revealed that British drivers are 
concerned over fuel prices, but confused 
over how to ease the pressure on their 
finances. 

Across the UK, 93 per cent of drivers 
interviewed for Ford by YouGov expressed 
concern over rising fuel prices, particularly 
with a VAT increase and fuel duty rise both 
planned for January 2011. 

AA president, Edmund King, said: “We 
estimate that motorists will, by January, be 
paying 4.63p a litre more for petrol and 
4.68p a litre more for diesel than they are 
now” 

Yet there is confusion over how to make 
motoring money go further: 16 per cent 
have down-sized to smaller cars to save 
fuel, while 21 per cent have switched to 
diesel cars in an attempt to cut costs. At the 
same time, 15 per cent have postponed 
servicing their current car and five per cent 
have removed roof or bike racks. Overall, 
two per cent even confessed to excluding 
passengers to reduce weight in their car - a 
figure at its highest (5 per cent) for 18-24 
year olds. 

Just 50 per cent have considered 
modifying their own driving style to 
improve their car’s fuel consumption, a 
figure which drops to 45 per cent among 
25-34 year olds and drivers in London. 
Women are also less likely to consider this 
option: 45 per cent have considered easing 
off the accelerator, compared with 56 per 
cent of men. 

Surprisingly, 15 per cent confessed they 
didn’t know how to reduce their fuel con¬ 
sumption at all. 

Ford’s own tests have shown that 
economical driving and good maintenance 
can reduce fuel bills by up to 25 per cent, or 
£470 a year. 

Ford’s Econo Check”, which became 
available last week, means that customers 
with most Ford vehicles registered after 
1998 can sign up for a 35-point vehicle 
inspection and have their driving 
monitored for one week, using a small data 
logger fitted to their vehicle. 

A Ford technician will check tyre 
pressure and condition, air filter 
cleanliness during a 15-minute inspection, 
after which the customer is invited to drive 
as normal for one week with the data 
logger fitted, then return it to have their 
data downloaded and compiled into a 
simple, personalised report.
